Tass quoted the papers as say- 
ing that 63-year-old Viks was 
“responsible for the death of 
thousands of innocent ‘ Esto- 
nians, Russians, Czechs, Jews, 
Swedes and peoples of other na- 
tionalities.” 


K’chev May Return

MOSCOW (UPI)—Soviet Pre- 
mier Nikita S. Khrushchev, suf- 
fering from flu, is out of bed and 
May return to work “in a few 
days.”

“He is better and he should 
be back at work after a few 
days,” Mikoyan said.

In a cable to President Kasa- 
vubu and Colonel Joseph 
Mobutu, Bernard Salumu, boss 
of the provincial regime at 
Stanleyville, threatened to ar- 
rest all Europeans, kill some of 
them, and “sabotage all Belgian 
interests in the province” if 
Lumumba was not released 
within 48 hours. 

The United Nations took im- 
mediate emergency action to 
se weny the estimated 2,000 
iving in the province, half of 
them in Stanleyville. 

The U.N. spokesman said Sa- 
lumu threatened only Belgians, 
but was expected to make no 
distinction between Belgians 
and other whites. 

The U.N. has 1,800 Ethiopian 
troops in the province. ey 
took over a school building in 
Stanleyville Thursday.as a pro- 
tected refuge for all whites. 

Plans were made to evacuate 
the entire white population to 
Leopoldvillie if necessary. 

Salumu’s cable reached Leo 
poldville Friday morning, but 
the threat became known to 
U.N, officials after a news con- 
ference Salumu gave in isolated 
Stanleyville late Wednesday. 

Salumu’s deadline for Lumum- 
ba's release was believed to ex- 
pire Friday night. 

The cable said, “Demand im- 
mediate liberation Prime Minis- 
ter Lumumba and members leg- 
al government arrested by Col. 
Mobutu. 

“Liberation must take place 
within 48 hours. If not will ar- 
rest all Belgians in Oriental Pro- 
vince and begin by cutting off 
heads of some of them. 

“It is unacceptable that Con- 
go be recolonized by Belgian 
imperialists. Will sabotage all 
Beigian interests if Lumumba 
not released within fixed delay.”

leyville early Friday to investi- 
gate the situation on the spot. 

The U.N. spokesman said Sa- 
lumu at his news conference 
had also threatened to loot the 
property of the arrested Bel- 
gians. 

Salumu two weeks ago roped 
in virtually every white in Stan- 
leyville for an “identity card 
check” and kept them standing 
in the blazing sun for up to 
seven hours. A score of 
whites, including a woman and 
a young child, were kept in pri- 
son and brutally ill-treated for 
several days before being re- 
ee through U.N. interven- 
tion.

New Traffie Ordinance 


Vehicles Must Stay 
In Appointed Lanes

This is the first of a series of 
nine articles explaining the new 
Road Traffic Ordinance which goes 
into effect Dec. 20. Translation of 
the new regulations was provided 
through the courtesy of 
United States Information Service, 
the Traffic Safety Liaison Com-

Japan’s traffic conditions are 
continuing to deteriorate as the 


number of automobiles keep in-/| ber 


creasing on narrow and bumpy 
roads throughout the nation. 
The total number of automo- 
biles in Japan jumped 16-fold 
from 188,000 in 1947 to some 
three million as of November

this year, an increase of more 


than 40,000 per month, 
According to the . Traffic 
White Paper issued by the Po- 
lice Agency on Oct. 18, a total of 
318,093 traffic accidents were re- 
ported during the January-Sep- 
tember period this year, claim- 
ing the lives of 8,347 persons 
and injuring 206,965. The num- 
ber of the accidents represents 


an increase of 21 per cent over 
the same period last year, those 
killed—-17.3 per cent and injur- 
ed—24 per cent. In other words, 
1,100 traffic accidents occurred 
daily, killing 30 persons and in- 
juring 705 throughout the coun- 
try. 

In Tokyo alone, 10,000 persons 
were killed in traffic accidents 
during the last 15 years between 
January 1945 and last Septem-

fie problems, the new Road 
Traffic Ordinance was enacted 
by the Diet last summer to su- 
persede the existing 13-year-old 
Road Traffic Control Law, It 
becomes effective Dec, 20. 

The new traffic act, featuring 
heavier penalties and fines for 
violators and greater protection 
to pedestrians, is basically aim- 
ed at raising Japan's traffic 
standards to a Western level.

He entered 
politics after serving as deputy 
mayor of Tokyo. 

Funada became director of 
the Defense Agency and played 
a major role in passing the new 
Japan-US. Security Treaty 
through the Diet as chairman 
of the Liberal-Democratic Par- 
ty’s Foreign Affairs Research 
Council from late last year 
through last July.

Kennedy made the announce- 
ment in the doorway of his 
Georgetown home with Steven- 
son, the Democratic presidential 
candidate of 1952 and 1956, 
standing by his side. 


Stevenson indicated he had 
tentatively aceepted.

The comprehensive nature of 
the treaty is expected to contri- 
bute greatly to the develop 
ment of friendship and trade 
relations between the two na 
tions. 

The signing ceremony was 
held yesterday afternoon at the 
Foreign Office here. Japan was 
represented by Ambassador to 
Manila Morio Yukawa and the 
Philippines by chief delegate 
Jose B, Laurel Jr. 


The three-year treaty is to be 
automatically extended unless 
either of the two countries no- 
tifies the other of its desire to 
end it six months beforehand.

EncourageHandicapped

It is customary that most in- 
stitutes for crippled children 
publish a mimeographed month- 
ly or quarterly in which the 
patients contribute composi- 
tions. Such publications are 
often used as means to create 
better understanding between 
the children and their parents 
and between the staff members 
and parents. 

These publications provide 
outlets for the hospitalized 
children to express their joys 
and sorrows. Many of the chil- 
dren are lame, but their arms 
and hands are not crippled. 
They find comfort in being able 
to write. They are proud of 
themselves when they see their 
own writings printed. . 

In one of the publications of 
the Fukushima Seishi Ryogoen, 
an institute for crippled chil- 
dren in Taira,.Fukushima Pre- 
fecture, a first year junior high 
school student, Kazuo Ohno, 
wrote that his right leg was 
deformed. His grandmother 
took him to hospitals, but noth- 
ign could cure him and he lost 
the use of his right leg.

I'll leave 
by Pan American for Bangkok 
where I'll connect with my own 
plane for Cambodia, Viet Nam 
and Malaya before returning to 
my village in Muong Sing for 
Christmas,” the young doctor 
told United Press International 
in an exclusive interview. — 


“The Chinese doctor who at- 
tended me is one of the best 
in the world. He has found cer- 
tain areas of destruction in my 
spine which he fears is an ex- 
tension of my cancer. 

“He has not ordered me to do 
anything special. I'm a doctor 
myself and I know that my kind 
of cancer—malignant melanoma

m Salk Vaccine 


KUMAMOTO . (Kyodo) — The 
private Chemical and Serologi- 
cal Therapeutics Research Insti- 
tute in Kumamoto, Kyushu, yes- 
terday claimed success in dom- 
estic mass production .of the 
Salk vaccine against polio. 

The institute thus became one 
of the first producers of dom- 
estic version of the U.S. vaccine. 

According to the announce- 
ment, 800 liters of the Japanese 
Salk vaccine, enough to inocu- 
late 360,00 persons, has been 
manufactured to date. 

The vaccine is scheduled to be 
marketed in March if it passes 
tests by the Welfare Ministry's 
National Institute of Health. The 
price is scheduled to be fixed at 
about ¥1,000 for a round of 
three shots for one person or 3 
ee. The imported Salk vaccine is 
— at ¥1,350 for the same 


The institute plans to turn 
out 1,500 liters next year. It has 
used some 1,000 tropical mon- 
keys so far for producing its 
vaccine by cultivating polio vir- 
uses in their kidneys. 

Similar mass production is in 
progress at the private Chiba 
Serological Research Institute 
and Osaka University’s Micro- 
biological Research Association. 


3 Koreans Nabbed 
In Smuggling Case 


The Maritime Safety Agency 
announced the arrest of three 
Koreans in Japan following sur- 
prise predawn raids carried out 
yesterday in Tokyo, Kobe, Moji 
and Fukuoka cities In connec- 
tion with a large-scale smuggling 
case. 

The three arrested were Lee 
Pal Yong and Lee Kwan Woo, 
brokers of Meguro Ward in To- 
kyo, and Chu Sang Yong, a com- 
pany employe of Takesaki-cho, 
Shimonoseki. 

In the early morning raids, 
Officials of various maritime 
safety headquarters in Yoko- 
hama, Kobe, and Moji searched 
a total of 11 places, including 
the Sanko Bussan (trading) Co. 
of Kobe. 

It was the second crack<down 
on a large-scale smuggling ring 
operating between Japan and 
South Korea, In the first raid 
on Nov. 24, 19 suspects were 
nabbed. 

According to the authorities,

Nurses, Medics Stage 
Nationwide Strikes 


About 12,000 nurses and other 
workers in 150 hospitals (union 
estimate) throughout the coun- 
try staged another nationwide 
strike by holding worksite ral- 
lies yesterday to demand im- 
provement of working condi- 
tions, including wage raises. 


Yesterday's strike was the 
biggest in scale ever staged by 
hospital workers since the cur- 
rent waves of hospital strikes 
began in Tokyo Nov. 1. 

No serious disturbances were 
reported, however. The strik- 
ing unions kept necessary secu- 
rity staffs in hospitals accord- 
ing to arrangements made with 
management. 

Yesterday's strikes lasting 
one day, a half day, or shorter

When completed early in 1961 
prints of Symphony Japan will 
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go into the Foreign Ministry's 
free loan film libraries in all 
leading countries of the world. 
It is intended to distribute the 
picture over TV as well as 
theatrical and nontheatrical 
showings wherever facilities 
and opportunities exist. 


The producer of the film, 
Tan Mutsu, who is president of 
International Motion Picture Co. 
said: “Most of the sponsored 
pictures on Japan's industries 
made in the past are of little 
interest to the general public 
abroad. A few of them are 
magnificent—most of them poor 
— Catalogues, and the public 
isn’t interested in catalogues.

Fast Map Making 
Doneby Electronics 


By JOSEPH L. MYLER 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)-—The 
weather bureau put to work 
Thuraday an electronic drafte- 
man which turns out forecast 
maps for the northern hemis 
phere seven times faster than 
human hands can prepare them, 
The electronic map-maker, 
called'a “weather plotter,” can 
complete a map in less than 
three minutes. e hand-drawn 
map takes 20 minutes to make. 

weather plotter, deve 
loped by Electronic Associates, 
Inc. of Long Branch, New 
Jersey, was installed at the 
bureau's National Meteorological 
Center in nearby Sultiand, 
Maryland, along with a stand- 
by unit. 

Lioyd F. Christianson, presi- 
dent of Electronic Associates, 
said similar units will be in- 
stalled soon at Point Mugu and 
Monterey, California, to help 
forecast weather for launchings 
at the Pacific missile range and 
at Strategic Air Command 
headquarters, Offutt Air Force 
Base, Omaha, Nebraska. 

The Suitland weather plotter 
reads weather information sup- 
plied in numerical form on a 
magnetic tape, interprets it, and 
then instructs a mechanical

air flow and barometric pres- 


sure on a 30-by30-inch map

According to Dr. George P. 
Cressman, director of the me- 
teorological center, the elec. 
tronically produced weather 
map is far more accurate than 
the hand-drawn chart. 

Information fed into the 
weather plotter is gathered 
from more than 500 weather 
stations which take observations 
twice daily throughout the 
northern hemisphere. This in- 
formation comes to the §Suit- 
land center by teletype. 

Forecasts of conditions 12, 24, 
48, and 71 hours ahead are 
recorded by a computer on mag- 
— tape which then conveys 
them to the plotter.

The opening of BOAC’s 707 pure jet service between Tokyo and San Fran- 
‘isco is not only a proud occasion for British commercial aviation, but is an 
important one, I believe, for the traveling public en both sides of the Pacific— 
especially in Japan, which for long has been one of the most outstanding 
of the many destinations on our worldwide pattern of routes, 


From today we shall be operating the fastest regular jetliner service ever 
scheduled between Tokyo and California. Not only is it the fastest but we are 


-confident that in the standards of comfort and passenger service which it offers, 


.the Boeing 707, equipped with British Rolls-Royce engines, will more than up- 
hold the standards which we have established already on the Pacific route with 
our Britannia jet-prop airliners over the last year and a half. 


The Britannia itself made commercial aviation history when it appeared 
on the trans-Pacific route in 1959, marking as it did the introduction of the 
first round-the-world services to be operated entirely with jet-—Comet 4—ahd 
jet-prop airliners. Today, with the advent of the 707, BOAC is flying found-the- 
world services entirely with pure jet aircraft. 


Although the Pacific is the latest sphere into which BOAC has carried the 
flag of British civil aviation, for many years Japan has been one of our major 
terminal points. It is now well over 12 years since the first BOAC passenger 
services from Japan to Europe and Britain were established and we are espe- 
cially proud to recall that more than seven years ago BOAC, with the Comet 1, 
opened the first pure jet passenger service to Japan. The Comet 4, too, was 
the first of the present generation of jetliners to serve Tokyo, where it made its 
appearance in regular service some 18 months ago. 


In selecting the Rolls-Royce powered 707 jetliner to operate our services 
from Tokyo across the Pacific to the United States and London, we are certain 
that we are ofering an aircraft of exceptional merit. Already it has proved 
itself to be a magnificent airliner on our North Atlaptic routes and we have no 
doubt that the traveling public of Japan will quickly appreciate the remarkable 
combination of qualities offered by one of America’s leading airline constructors 
and by such a distinguished British aero engine manufacturer as Rolls-Royce.

With an unbeatable combination of aircraft, flying experience and passen- 
ger service, we aim to establish ourselves even more firmly on the routgs which 
link the great nations east and west of the Pacific. . 


Under normal landing conditions the brakes on the 707 absorb ‘enough 
energy to stop simultaneously 432 cars traveling at 50 m.p.h. During full brak- 
ing they absorb enough energy to stop 970 cars. 


To equal the cruising speed of the 707 a piston-powered airliner would 
require at least 30 engines. 
The 707 can cruise at the speed of a 0.45 caliber pistol bullet. 


The passenger cabin has a floor area of a modern two-bed-roomed house. 
There are 106 windows in the passenger cabin and 10 on the flight deck. 


Soundproofing material includes fiberglass board two and a half inches 
thick, while the weight of soundproofing material in the cabin is two tons.

Their task is helped by 
the relative simplicity of the 
707's flight deck—in fact, the 707 
has approximately 100 fewer 
controls and instruments than 
large piston-engined airliners 
like the Super Constellation or 
DC7C, long relegated to freight 
or charter work by BOAC.

There are no fewer than 105 
windows in the 707, placed at 
20-inch intervals and fitted with 
neat plastic shades. Contrast- 
ing with the Tiber blue carpet 
and the walls in a decorative 
black and white wallpaper type 
pattern, are seats upholstered 
in oatmeal or aquamarine with 
brightly colored cushions and 
and head-rest covers, The 
bulkheads are in a warm straw- 
like material.

The 707’s cabin, of course, is 
fully pressurized, air-condition- 
ed and temperature controlled, 
with draught-free ventilation 
and warm-wall radiant heating.

Forward of the first class 
cabin are three washrooms, a 
galley, a bar unit, and a ward- 
robe. Behind the economy 
class cabin, at the rear of the 
aircraft, are three more wash- 
rooms and a second galley. 
Each of the two passenger 
cibins is served by a separate 
door, forward for first class, aft 
for economy class. 


Passengers are looked after 
by three stewards and three 
stewardesses—the largest cabin 
staff ever to fly aboard any 
BOAC airliner. To help them 
in their work more than two 
years of thought and prepara- 
tion have gone into the design 
of the gib, all-electric galleys. 


Typical of the latest cabin 
equipment is the water heater, 
which can boil a gallon and a 
half of water in seven minutes. 
If it is switched on when the 
aircraft's engines are started, 
hot drinks can thus be served 
as soon as the 707 is airborne.

With the inauguration of 
BOAC's Rolls-Royce 707 jet- 
liner services the Golden Gate

First step in the conversion 
was to devise a new method of 
recording reservations transac- 
tions at the point of sale. These 
records are set out in a stand 
ard form which serves as a 
manuscript for transmission 
over BOAC’s signals network, 
and produces a punched card 
record at reservations space 
control in London. 


The introduction of this 
mechanization has been preced- 
ed by intensive training courses 
for all BOAC reservations sales 
clerks throughout the world.

IOC Attitudé 
As ‘Outdated’ 


BERN, Switzerland (UPI)—The World Ski Feder- 
ation (FIS), which has been under fire from the ama- 
teur purists because of alleged nonamateurism in the 
ranks of its top stars, hit back Thursday at the “out- 


of the International Olympic 
Committee (IOC). 

FIS ,president Marc Hodler, a 
Bern fawyer, came out in sup 
port fof a fullecale review of 
amateur rules. He said FIS 
was t necessarily opposed to 
a type of championship that the 
IOC dreads and damns most— 
the “open tournament” which 
both amateurs and pros may 
enter. 

Hodler’s statement, made in 

an interview with this corres- 
pondent, was likely to stir up 
the Olympic Committee. Presi- 
dent Avery Brundage and other 
IOC bigwigs have repeatedly 
hinted that the Winter Olympics 
might be scrapped if skiers, 
skaters and hockey players did 
not stick closer to amateur 
rules. 
“A top skier must make such 
sacrifices in time and money 
that he should futurely be en- 
abled to exercise his sport with- 
out future expense,” Hodler 
said. “In many cases clean. 
honest professionalism seems to 
be much more desirable than 
camouflaged amateurism.”

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Congo and the ‘Cold War’ 


When Mr. Lumumba slipped away from Leopoldville, 
where he was living safely under a guard of the United 
Nations forces, he spearheaded a lot of trouble not only 
for himself but for those who are endeavoring to achieve 
a peaceful settlemer¥ of the chaotic situation in the Congo. 

His arrest by Colonel Mobutu’s forces at Port Francquli, 
and his detention in prison pending being brought to trial 
on a treason charge, have been made the rallying point 
for those who claim to be his friends but whose chief in- 
terest in his fate is obviously the desire to use him for 


their own purposes. 


Soviet Russia is, of course, the chief offender in this 
respect, but a number of other nations are following the 


Soviet lead. 


The thesis is that Mr. Lumumba is the legitimate author- 
ity in the Congo and that he should be restored to power 
and that his opponents should be ousted. Seeing that while 
Mr. Lumumba was still in power he encouraged leftist in- 
terference in Congolese affairs, it is not difficult to under- 
stand why he should have this support from Moscow. 


Speaking in the United Nations Security Council on 
Thursday, the Soviet delegate, Mr. Valerian Zorin, charged 
that the ‘Congo was being ruled by the “hirelings” of the 
Western powers, apparently chagrined by the fact that 
the Communist “hirelings,” who attempted to pressure Mr. 
Lamumba to do their will while he was in power, have 
been driven away. According to Mr. Zorin, the regime 
of Colonel Mobutu is a “reign of impostors” and he re- 


ferred to it as the “Mobutu gang.” 


But Mr. Zorin goes 


further-and asserts that the United States and its allies 


are the real organizers of the ‘ 


‘Congo tragedy” and that 


they are Olit to plunder the wealth of the African country! 
_- The Soviet delegate is sponsoring a resolution that would 
have the Security Council call on the Secretary General to 
secure Mr. Lumumba’s release and to take steps to get his 
Government and the Congolese Parliament reinstated, ask 
the United Nations Command to disarm the “terrorist bands 
of Mobutu,” and call on Belgium to withdraw Belgian 
military and civilian personnel from the Congo. 

. Seeing that Belgium is the nation that accorded inde- 
pendence to the Congo in the first place, and has among 
its nationals many persons who are acquainted with con- 
ditions in the country, it would seem that the Congolese 


leaders are justified in seeking to 


retain the services of 


such Belgian personnel as they consider suitable. We fail 
to see why they should be replaced by Russians, and Com- 
mumnists from other nations, if that is what Moscow desires. 


Belgium, not unreasonably, served notice on the United 
Nations on Thursday that it could not be prevented from 


extending aid to the Congo 
the Congolese authorities.”

to criticism leveled at the Belgian Government in a report 
by Mr. Hammarskjold’s special representative in the Congo, 


Mr. Rajeshwar Dayal, early last month. 


“The sovereignty 


of the Congo must be respected in its entirety,” the Belgian 


statement said. 


“Belgium cannot be prevented from help- 


ing to restore prosperity in the Congo.” 
It seems to us that the two primary factors in the Congo 


over from the Belgians, elected to try to discover and 
proclaim all that was unsatisfactory in the colonial regime 


and to ignore the better side. 


Had he taken over in a 


different manner, the Congo, and the world at large, might 
have been saved much bitterness. 


It was not perhaps Unnatural that Moscow seeing how 
the situation lay should have decided to exploit it to the 
fullest extent as an adjunct to its “cold war” with the West.

The Same Old Rivalry 


Prime Minister Ikeda Launches Out With Factional Balance of Power 


Prime Minister Ikeda’s second 
Cabinet, though it has the back- 
ing of the 300-member Liberal- 
Democratic majority in the 
Lower House, has come out 
bearing the mark of factional 
rivalry persisting in that party. 
The Cabinet lineup disappoint- 
ed those who expected of the 
Prime Minister a strong leader- 
ship. 

The man who succeeded in 
leading the nation through the 
difficult, turbulent perjod imme- 
diately following ex-Prime Min- 
ister Nobusuke Kishi’s resigna- 
tion should be able to prove 
his caliber still later through 
his Administration. Apparent- 
ly, Ikeda himself does not con- 
sider his second Cabinet to be 
free from the need of reinforce- 
ment at some future date, 


All-round representation of 
the factional groups within the 
Government party appeared to 
be the supreme consideration 
governing the process of Cabi- 
net formation. Ex-Minister of 
International Trade and Indus- 
try Mitsujiro Ishii, who balked 
at the offer of the chair of the 
Lower House Speaker, got no 
Cabinet appointment for his fol- 
lowers, except Ken Yasui in- 
cluded in the recommendation 
of three in one package by the 
Upper House Liberal-Democ- 
rats. But his part col- 
leagues Ichiro Kono and Takeo 
Miki are represented this time 
by Umekichi Nakamura holding 
the portfolio of Construction 
Minister and Yoshimi Furui in 
the Welfare post respectively. 


Faction Representation 

Beside three Upper House 
members and Labor Minister 
Hirohide Ishida, a neutral, the 
Cabinet posts were allocated 
four to the followers of Ikeda 
himself, two to Eisaku Sato’s, 
two to Kishi's, one to Fuji- 
yama’s, one to Ohno’s, one to 
Kono’s and one to Miki-Matsu- 
mura’s. The list is pretty 
near making everybody happy, 
although ex-Foreign Minister 
Fujiyama and ex-vice president 
of the party Bamboku Ohno got 
only one each instead of two. 

No doubt the factional group- 
ings in the party, in a sense, 
facilitate the Cabinet formation 
by reducing the process into a 
seat allocation system. The 
temptation is strong, therefore, 
to accept factionalism as an es- 
tablished institution. 

To call it an institution, how- 
ever, it does not possess a suf- 
ficient degree of rationality. It 
is as highly personal as a dic- 
tatorship is, but it does not have 
the flair for tight, and even 
ruthless, organization which a 
dictatorship possesses. Faction- 


alism, after all, does not suit 


the spirit of rational discussion 
inhereut in democracy. 

Those adepts in the factional 
way of life will not live a thous- 
and years more but the young- 
er generation may just grow in- 
to the same pattern despite the 
much-publicized “postwar” 
changes. The built-in mech- 
anism for the preservation of 
factionalism is the method of 
distribution of election cam- 
paign funds. 

“Cost of Cam 

According to informed guess- 
es, an average Liberal Demo- 
cratic candidate in the latest 
elections used nearly ¥10 mil- 
lion, while the Socialists and 
the Democratic Socialist aver- 
aged ¥3 to ¥5 million. What- 
ever private fortune a candidate 
may own and whatever private 
assistance his wealthy “friends” 
may give are always valuable, 
but a Liberal-Democratic candi- 
date was provided by his party 
with a sum of ¥1 million for 
the campaign. The money he 
received from his factional lead- 
ers was twice or three times as 
much, depending upon the size 
of wealth available to them. 

It is characteristic of these 
funds that they represem rather 
arbitrary sums in utter disre-

gard of the statutory limits set 
for the campaign funds by the 
Public Offices Election Law. 
The money is used by the in- 
dividual candidate to strengthen 
his campaign organization and 
otherwise nurse his constituen- 
cy. Some small portion might 
get into even such erratic cha 
nels as vote-buying. ‘ 
Businessmen Annoyed 
The opposition Socialists have 
long since been trying to label 
the conservative government as 
a “plutocracy,” but money in 
elections seems to be growing 
80 large as to annoy business 


men often called upon to con-. 


tribute to the campaign fund 
and even those aspirants to 
legislative seats who must ex- 
plore all possible sources of 
fund to run in an election. 

The recent talks about a revi- 
sion of the election law indicate 
at least a bad conscience about 
this money-sinking business, 
which does nobody good ultl- 
mately. The one-man-from-one- 
district electoral system is be- 
ing advocated as a solution but 
it is doubtful whether that can 
= a proper answer to the prob- 

m. 

Although the smaller area in- 
volved seems to cut the ex- 
penses, the campaign must be 
organized more tightly than 
ever and the competition will 
be as keen as ever. Therefore, 
dt is quite possible, the cam- 
paign fund will remain as large 
as. ever. 

Flow 


Stop 

Although a political party, in 
a single-seat electorate, will not 
act so. foolishly as to split the 
votes by putting up more 
than one candidate, this will not 
necessarily cast a damper on 
factional rivalry. All factions 
must cooperate in boosting the 


single candidate, once he has 
been nominated by the party, to 
be sure. But this process of no- 
mination itself will get fouled 
up by intense factional rivalry. 


Be that as it may, the idea of 
revising the election law stands 
little chance of being put into 

ractice, now that everything 
s going on along the line of 
preservation of the status quo, 
even the factional groupings. 
Shall we wait till some un- 
known future date, when our 
political figures put forth a new 
man? 


Since their regeneration may 
not be forthcoming until 
Doomsday, a quicker method of 
reform will be to stop the flow 
of money. Let all businessmen 
who contribute to political par- 
tiles be prosecuted; the money 
in most cases is the share 
holders. Let all union officers 
who contribute to political par- 
ties be prosecuted; members do 
not all support, for instance, the 
Socialist Party. 


In the latest elections, the 
businessmen of this country 
contributed generously to the 
Government party, because 
they wanted to see it triumph 
after the disgraceful June dis- 
turbances in Tokyo. At least, 
our businessmen know that 
most foreign nations will not 
put trust in a Japan ruled by 
the leftists. Since a Socialist 
Party toeing the Communist 
line is indeed a great evil, the 
Japanese voters have acted 
wisely in upholding the Liberal- 
Democratic Government. But 
the election victory did not 
give a clean bill to the Govern- 
ment party. And its seamy side 
is already showing in the 
formation of the new Cabinet.

Diet Confusion

So Kennedy has been consult- 
ing Acheson regarding the best 
man for this No. 1 Cabinet 
post. 

He hasn't given Dean a veto 
on who should be Secretary of 
State, but he has consulted him. 
Acheson has turned thumbs 
down on Adlai Stevenson, indi- 
cated he would be catastrophic 
as Secretary of State. Kennedy 
seemed to agree, referred to 
Adiai in one private conversa- 
tion as “that fathead.” 


Another wheel within wheels 
has been Filorida’s Sen. George 
Smathers’ deft promotion of 
Sen. Bill Fulbright of Arkansas 
for Secretary of State. It was 
Smathers who persuaded Gov. 
Orval Faubus to withdraw as 
third-party candidate for Presi- 
dent in Florida last summer. 
If Fulbright now retires from 
the Senate, the way will be 
open for Smathers’ friend 
Faubus to come to the Senate 
from Arkansas. 


So goes the Cabinet merry-go- 
round in Washington. 


Fear of Southern Electors 


An important backstage decli- 
sion was reached by Kennedy 
and the high command regard- 
ing the “graveyard of legisla- 
tion,” the House Rules Com- 
mittee, but now has been 
unreached. It was unreached 
because of the fear of a bolt 
by southern electors. 


When the President-elect got 
together in Texas with Lyndon 
Johnson and  0obriefly with 
Speaker Sam Rayburn, they 
agreed that something must be 
done to get around = the 
Dixiecrat-Republican coalition 
which has been able to block 
legislation chiefly by bottling it 
up in the/ rules committee. 
There AMDixiecrats, Howard 
irginia and Bill 
of Mississippi, consist- 
y team up with the Republi- 
cans to stymie the Democratic 
leadership. 


Wise old Sam Rayburn said 
he wasn't too much worried 
about the Dixiecrats and Repub- 
licans upsetting the Kennedy 
program by votes on the floor 
of the House, but opined that 
something should be done 
about the rules committee. 


So it was agreed that Missis- 
sippi’s Colmer should be re- 
moved from the committee by a 
vote inside the Democratic 
caucus. This would avoid a 
showdown on the House floor, 
which Sam advised would only 
make southern congressmen 
bitter. However, a vote regard- 
ing a Democrat, decided inside 
the Democratic family, by the 
Democratic caucus, would be 
different. 


So it was definitely decided 
to replace Colmer. 


But ‘Washington is like a 
sieve, and the news leaked. 
Specifically, it leaked back to 
Colmer. This was the real rea- 
son why Colmer got together 
on Capitol Hill last week for 
that secret meeting with Dix- 
jecrat Smith and Charlie Hal- 
leck, the GOP leader. They 
started a backfire of resentment 
against Kennedy. 

About that time. the recount 
began to look threatening in 
Illinois, and the President-elect 
began to wonder what would 
happen if he lost Illinois’ 27 
electoral votes. In that case, 
his fate as President would be 
in the hands of only five south- 
ern electors, who could, if they 
chose, reverse the Nov. 8 deci- 
sion. 

So the President-elect dis- 
creetly sent word to play it 
safe, not to antagonize the 
south, to unreach the decision 
previously reached about 
banishing Mississippi's Colmer 
from the rules committee.

Giving and sharing are not 
the same in spirit. Many peo- 
ple may give what they can 
spare to the less privileged peo- 
ple, but are unwilling to share 
what they need with those who 
have much less. 

In prewar Japan 
was conducted

helped by the

latives. In the feudalistic fam- 
ily system people lacked social 
consciousness. Though they 
were kind to their own fam- 
ilies and relatives they were 
mostly indifferent to the suf- 
fering of those who were stran- 
gers to them. 


Japanese mothers are indul- 
gent with their own children 
and will do anything they can 
for them, but often do not 
think, in what kind of society 
their children must live if the 
waifs and juvenile delinquents 
are not given proper care and 
guidance and grow up into de- 
linquent adults. If mothers are 
concerned for the welfare and 
happiness of their children the 
welfare of homeless tots is as 
important as that of their own 
offspring. 

After the new Constitution 
and ratification of the Declara- 
tion of Human Rights of the 
U.N, the public has become con- 
scious of the less privileged 
— and their plight. This 

been proved by the increas- 

ed and enthusiastic response to 

relief campaigns conducted at 

x yearend and in emergen- 
aa. : 

The people have learned to 
give for charity, but often giv- 
ing is done as an obligation 
rather than in the irit of 
sharing. For instance, when 
the annual Red Feather cam- 
paign starts in the fall someone

ing for donations. The dona- 
tion quota, is set for each 
family the canvasser does 
not nt any more or less. 

I often wonder why those 
who can give more are not en- 
couraged to do so voluntarily 
instead of setting a quota equal- 
ly for all. Those who are con- 
nected with the Community 
Chest think that a volunteer 
syst does not work in Japan. 

hen volunteer donations 
are requested the Japanese peo- 
ple always think of “tsuriai” 
(literally meaning balance). 
For instance, if a section chief 
either in a business firm or in 
a government office gives ¥1,000 
his inferiors think they should 
not donate more than the 
amount given by the chief, be- 
cause such action will tip the 
balance and the chief will feel 
humiliated. 

Conveniently a subscription 
book is often used in which 
each contributor writes down 
his name and the amount so 
that others will give according 
to their social status. 

The idea of sharing is based 
on Christian principles in West- 
ern countries where people 
take it for granted to donate 
a certain part of their income 
for worthy causes. They do 
not give what is left over but 
share what they need with 
those whose need is more ur- 
gent. 

Japan is on its way to build- 
ing a social welfare state in ac- 
cordance with the social welfare 
law which says that destitutes 
are entitled to receive relief 
from the Government. Some 
may say that the helpless 
should be cared for with funds 
allocated by the Government, 
because the Government, after 
all, spends the taxpayers’ mon- 
ey, but there is so mueh to be 
done in Japan where the social 
welfare system has not yet 
been fully developed that the 
Government alone cannot do 
the job. 

One -young American lady 
who read about the project for 
working mothers in The Japan 
Times sent a gift of money and 
wrote a note saying she was 
grateful to be given the chance 
to share. I wonder how many 
Japanese will give in the same 
spirit.

Japan-P.I. Trea ty

The Japan-Philippine Treaty 
of Amity, Commerce and Navi- 
gation signed yesterday is an- 
other major step toward im- 
proving relations betw the 
two former enemies. 

The path toward friéndly dip- 
lomatic ties between the two na- 
tions was first opened when 
they signed a re aca agree- 
ment in May 1956. 

The fact that the treaty con- 
tains the word “amity” means a 

at deal for Japan and. the 
hilippines, which have long 
been affected by the scars of the 
Pacific War despite the repara- 
tions pact. 


For instance, Japanese busi- 
nessmen have been subjected to 
inconveniences and discrimina- 
tory treatment as regards entry 
into and stay in the Philippines. 


In the meantime, however, a 
brighter atmosphere has begun 
to develop between the two 
Asian nations ever since they 
signed a provisional accord con- 
cerning simplification of proce- 
dures for entry and stay. 


Another favorable occasion in 
this respect was the visit to Ja- 
pan in cember 1958 of Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Carlos P. Garcia 
at the invitation of the Japanese 
Government. 


In these circumstances, Am- 
bassador to Manila Morio 
Yukawa, under § instructions 
from Tokyo, made a proposal 
last June to the Philippine Gov- 
ernment for conclusion of the 
treaty. 


Of all the pacts Japan has 
signed with other countries, the 
treaty is the only one bearing 
the word “friendship” or “ami- 
ty” with the exception of the 
one with the United States. 

The treaty is the first over- 
all pact of commerce signed by 
the Philippines since its inde- 
pendence. 

The negotiations encountered 
many rough spots and on sev- 
eral occasions settlement ap- 
peared hopeless, but finally it 
carne thanks to increased under- 
standing on the part of the 
Philippines and patient efforts 
by Yukawa. 

One major compromise made 
by Japan was its agreement to 
exclude the clause concerning 
the right of permanent domicile 
from the treaty. 

Japan did not stick to its de- 
mand for national treatment, 
paying due respect to Manila’s 
“Filipino-first” policy. Japan 
contented itself instead with the 
Philippines’ most-favored-nation 
treatment except on the matter 
of Japanese ships entering Phil- 
— ports. 

egarding the problem of ter- 
ritorial waters, which remained 
a hard nut to crack until the 
last moment of the negotiations, 
the Philippines approved the 
Japanese stand that it could be 
left aside from the proposed 
commerce-navigation treatment. 

The Government of Japan is 
slated to introduce this treaty 
to the next ordinary Diet at the 
end of this year. 

Japanese officials could not 
predict when the new treaty 
would be ratified by the Philip- 
ines because a presidential elec- 
tion was slated to be held in 
that country next year. 

Highlights of the treaty in- 
clude: 

1. Japan and the Philippines 
will accord most-favored-nation 
treatment to each other's na- 
tionals in all matters relating 
‘to their entry into, sojourn, tra- 
vel and residence within the 
territories of other party (Ar- 
ticle 1).

2. Nationals and companies 
of either party shall be accord. 
ed favored treatment with re- 
spect to all matters pertaining 
to taxes, justice, contracts pro- 
perty rights, participation in 
juridical entities, and generally 
the conduct of all kinds of busi- 
ness and professional activities 
{Article 2). 


3. Nationals and companies 
of either party shall be accord- 
ed favored treatment with re 
spect to payments, remittances 
and transfers of funds between 
the territories of the two par- 
ties as well as between the ter- 
ritories of the other rty and 
of any third country ( aragraph 
1 of Article 3) and no restric- 
tions or prohibitions will be im- 
posed on the importation of any 
product of the other party 
(Paragraphs 3 and 4 of the 
same. article). 


4. Most favored-nation treat- 
ment shall be accorded with 
respect to customs duties and 
charges in connection with im- 
portation or exportation, or im- 
—s on the international trans- 
er of payments, and with re. 
spect to the methods of levy- 
ing these charges, to all rules 
of importation and exportation, 
- —_ on exported goods and 

all charges on imported 
goods (Article 4). 

5. The two countries under. 
take to cooperate for mutual 
benefit with a view to expand- 
ing trade and to strengthening 
economic relations, and to fur- 
thering the interchange and use 
of scientific and technical knowl- 
edge, particularly in the inter- 
ests of economic development 
and the improvement of stand. 
ards of living. Neither party 
shall hamper the introduction 
of capital or technology of the 
other party which will contrib. 
ute to the sound and balanced 
development of its national eco- 
nomy on a self-sustaining basis 
(Article 5). 


The protocol of the treaty pro- 
vides that the two parties ex- 
pect that the expansion of mu- 
tual trade will be achieved with- 
out serious injury being caused 
or threatened to their domestic 
ager: If, nevertheless, there 

reasoable evidence that any 
manufactured goods of either 
party are being imported into 
the territories of the other party 
under such conditions &s to 
cause or threaten serious injury 
to its domestic producers, the 
government of the exporting 
party shall adopt adequate meas- 
ures within its power to prevent 
or remedy the injury.
